Test For Hydrochloric Acid. 

A curious misbap gave us a very del- 
ieate test for hydrocbloric acid in the 
atmospbere. In « north of England 
Joculity many houses have curtains of 
the cream color produced by metanil 
yellow, popularly known as “dolly” 
cream dye and to science as “the 80- 
dinm salt of meta-amido-benzine sul- 
phonic acid-nzo-diphenyl-amine.”

Investi- 
gation showed thet an necidental es- 
cape of hydrochloric acid from a neigh- 
boring alkali plant bad discolored the 
curtains, and the dye became 4 mos* 
useful test—London Globe.

M. Rabourdin says: “Suppose that 
following upon an extraordinary twist- 
ing movement, due to retreut of the 
central mass, a Jarge mass of the sea 
bottom should give way and, falling 
suddenly, should Jet in the muss of the 
Ocean's waters upon the incandescent 
interior matter? The water would be 
decomposed by the beat, the hydrogen 
would burn, and it would burn more as 
it bad access to more oxygen. The 
conflagration would thus gain gradual- 
ly in force, accompanied by electric 
phenomena, and the greater part of 
the earth’s crust would probably be 
displaced. The earth, passing, through 
a critical epoch and returning for the

As unique a crew of track cleaners 
and police us could be found anywhere 
is enlisted in the service of the South- 
ern Pacitic railrond. The members are 
neither Americans nor foreigners. It Is 
a crew of crows. 

The big bluck birds built thelr nests 
bear Hornbrook, Ore., on the northern 
division of the road. They have be- 
come fat and sleek living off the gen- 
erosity of tourists and of dining car 
employees. 

When the trains arrive at Flornbrook 
the crows leave their roosting places 
and circle nbout the depot. As the Iim- 
iteds pull out the birds follow them for 
ve a six miles. Scraps are thrown to 
them, and they devour every bit, polle- 
Ing the tracks and acting as scaven- 
gers. ‘he section bands and other em. 
ployees of the rond realize the value of 
these birds and keep them from being 
molested. Trains crossing the Great 
Salt lake are followed by sea gulls, the 
latter, Ike the crows, feasting on 
scrips thrown from tbe diners. 

Ip u similar way the great lakes are 
patrolled. by white winged gulls. The 
government protects them, uppreciat- 
ing the work they do in following the 
ships or hovering over the fishing 
grounds and keeping the wuters free of 
pollution.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

There is, In Reality, No One Longest 
or Shortest Day. 

It Js usual to regard Dec. 21 ax being 
the shortest duy in the year und June 
21 as the longest. But this impression, 
Ifke so many others that ure ingrained 
In the popular mind, is uot a strictly 
accurate one. 

True it is, of course, that on Dec. 21 
and June 21 respectively the sun reacb- 
es its.most southerly and wost norther- 
ly points in the zodiue and begins in 
the one case to ascend and in the other 
case to decline. But this is in theory 
only, because for two or three days 
preceding and following these dates 
there is no observable difference in its 
position or its hours of rising and set- 
ting. 

This question of latitude, by the way, 
ls extremely important when speaking 
of the shortest or longest day or days 
of the year. ; 

In London and Its neighborbood, for 
instance, the shortest days are seven 
hours and forty-five minutes and the 
three or four “longest days" around 
June 21 are sixteen hours and twenty- 
six minutes. At Torneaxin Finland, 








June ,21 brings a day ly twenty- 
two fours long and Chris! one less 
thap three hours in length. \In St. Pe- 


tersburg the longest day is nineteen 
bours ané the shortest five hours, while

HOUSECLEANING HINTS. 


They May Serve to Make the Annual 
Overhauling Easier. 

The following is an excellent way to 
remove rust and thoroughly clean a 
wire spring mattress: ake a bard 
brush, dip it into a fairly thick paste 
of whitening and water and brush the 
mittress with this until all the rust fs 
removed. Then brush with dry whiten- 
Ing. When thoroughly dry brush well 
and give a couting of bard drying en- 
umel (white for preference), as this pre 
vents the wire from rusting ngain. It 
the wire Js very rusty indeed first up: 
ply powdered bath brick and kerosene, 
brushing It well in with a stiff brush. 
Then yh With the dry whitening. 

A very eusy way of cleaning white 
paint is to dissolve one teaspoonful of 
sults of tartar in two quarts of hot 
water and wash the puint with this. It 
removes all dirty marks, and, If after. 
ward rinsed with cold water and pol- 
ished with a chamois leather, the paint 
Jooks us good us new, 

A cheap and very satisfactory way of 
stulning floors is the following: Buy a 
sinall quantity of burnt amber and mix 
into a paste with a little linseed oil. 
Kub this into the wood with ua rag or 
palnt brush, leave it to dry for a day 
and then apply a thin coating of plain 
varnish, It makes a good dark stain 
and oue which does not wear off easily. 

To clean leatber chairs, first wash the 
‘eather with a clean new sponge dipped 
in a quart of slightly warm water tu 
which has been added a teaspoonful of 
vinegar, then rub dry with a soft 
‘hamois leather. Next whisk together 
the whites of two eggs and mix with 
them two teaspoonfuls of turpentine. 
Dip au piece of clean flannel into this 
wd rub well into the leather. Then 
Iry with another clean rag. It is won- 
Jerful bow it fresuens up shabby 
leather.
